DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on July 20, 2007 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 25, -3 1 and 33-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wilcox (US 2,799,347) (see figures 1-3 and column 2, line 49 through column 3, line 6). 

As for claims 34 and 36, see column 1, lines 23-24. 

Contrary to applicant's argument, the "first inlet" does not distinguish from the 
lowermost opening of flowline 26 and the "second inlet" does not distinguish from the 
lowermost opening of unnumbered flowline extending into chamber 22 (It is noted that fluid in 
the perforation is drawn into chamber 22 when it is expanded as the result of the seal 20 returns 
to it normal position pushing the sleeve 19 downwardly). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -9, 12-16,1 8-24, 39 and 4 1 -46 are allowed. 
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5. Claims 26-30 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.
